British Gift To Canada’ 


Lion And Unicorn Formerly Part Of 
Royal Coat Of Arms 

A bit of old Westminster has been 
transplanted to Parliament’ Hill in 
Ottawa in the form of century-old 
stone reproductions of the symbolic 
lon and unicorn which until last year 
adorned the walls of the British 
House of Commons as part of a 
massive coat-of-arms assembly. 

The two figures, with the connect- 
ing shield misging, will be reassem- 
bled at Ottawa.and placed in position 
on a site adjacent to the Houses of 
Parliament. The statues are a gift 
of the Empire Parliamentary Asso- 
ciation, United Kingdom branch, to 
the Canadian branch of that body. 

When Dr. Arthur Beauchésne, 
clerk of the House of Commons and 
honorary secretary of the Canadian 
branch, Empife ‘Parliamentary Asso- 
ciation, was in London last year, he 
was given a choice of several pieces 
of statuary which had been removed 
from the walls of Westminster Hall 
in the course of repairs to that his- 
toric structure. 

Dr. Beauchesne chose the lion and 
unicorn and the figures have now 
been delivered in two huge crates 
where they await decision by the 
government as to the position they 
will occupy on Parliament Hill. The 
shield which formed the central part 
of the group had broken up in its 
hundred years of exposure to the 
elements. ; 

Accompanying the gift was a 
bronze plaque bearing, in French and 
English, the following inscription: 
“This lion and this unicorn, forming 
part of the royal coat of arms, were 
removed from the stone work of the 
Houses of Parliament, Westminster, 
and presented to the Dominion 
Houses of Parliament by the Empire 
Parliamentary. Association, United 
Kingdom Branch, 1936.”

Is Superseding Telegraph For Trans- 
mission Of Messages 

The telephone gradually is sup- 
planting the telegraph in train dis- 
patching; according to reports made 
to the telegraph and telephone sec- 
tion of the Association of American 
Railroads. 

“The telephone,” said a statement 
issued by the association, ‘on Jan, 
1, 1936, was being used in the trans- 
mission of train orders over 148,799 
miles of road, or 63.53 per cent., 
while the telegraph was being  util- 
ized only over 92,466 miles. 

“This is a material change from 
conditions prevailing in 1920, when 
the telephone was being used over 
119,554 miles of road, or 48.5 per 
cent., while the telegraph was used 
over 134,667 miles. 

“Particularly has the telephone 
proved its superiority in emergencies 
in train operations. By using a way 
station or portable telephone the en- 
gineer or conductor can communicate 
directly with the train dispatcher or 
division superintendent, thus giving 
him more first-hand information in 
less time than wtih the telegraph.”

Native Language First ‘ 

Rev. Rene Lamoureux, priticipal of 
the University of Ottawa Normal 
School, addressed a teachers’ conven- 
tion at Sudbury, Ont., recently on 
“pilingualism” as a pedagogical 
problem. 

“The problem cannot be ignored in 
our schools,” he said, “especially in 
Ontario where we have such propor- 
tions of French-speaking children at- 
tending our urban and rural schools. 
For many years the problem was 
considered exclusively from @ politi- 
cal point of view, rather than from 
the standpoint of the disadvantages — 
and advantages to the school chil- 
dren. ae 

“Many tests have shown that chil- 
dren at primary schools given in- 
struction in a language other than 
their mother tongue were mentally 
inferior later on to those instructed 
in their own language, 

“Intelligence tests given 939 stu- 
dents at the University of Wales 
showed that with other conditions 
equal, the intelligence of students in- 
structed in other than their mother 
tengue was one-half that of pupils 
taught in their native language. 

“Children should be instructed in 
their mother tongues exclusively in 
the primary grades, at least up to 
the age of nine years.”

Vaccine For ideiais 


Success Reported At The Rockefeller 
Institute In New York 

The first vaccine for 'flu has been 
tried on 80 human beings with 100 
per cent. success at the Rockefeller 
Institute in New York. 

This fact was announced to the 
American Public Health Association 
as the “preliminary skirmish” in 
what at present promises to be a suc- 
cessful campaign to. mitigate the 


ravages of influenza and possibly to! 
abolish the great ‘flu epidemics as| 


effectively as yellow fever and black 
death. 

One obstacle still puzzling the 
Rockefeller Institute medical scien- 
tists is nearly indisputable prpof, re- 
cently found, that ‘flu is not one dis- 
ease, but possibly two or three. 

Dr, Thomas Francis described the 
influenza vaccine. It is made in the 
laboratory from highly purified fly 
virus, the ‘agent’ which causes the 
disease,

Daniel “Peach’’ Davis, 80-year-old 
veteran of the Royal North West 
Mounted Police, blamed the outlaw 
Indian Chief Poundmaker -for delay- 
ing his marriage two years. 

“If it hadnit been for Poundmaker 
I would have’ been married 52 years 
instead of 50,” he told reporters who 
extended congratulations on his 50th 
wedding anniversary. The Indians 
and their chief kept him so busy on 
patrol duty he had to postpone his 
wedding two years, he explained. 

Long retired from police work, 
Davis lives in Calgary, marking an- 
niversaries of his historic career with 
the “Scarlet-Riders of the Plains.”’ 

He tells how he surprised three 
troops of United States cavalry way | 
back in 1882.

Recalls Early Scoop 
When Canadian Beat All Other 
Reporters To The Wire 


Bert Collyer, a 22-year-old cub re- 
porter when he scooped the world on 
the story of an avalanche in Chil- 
koot Pass that killed 63 men and in- 
jured many others on April 4, 1898, 
has been visiting the north country 
recently for the first time since he 
came out in 1902. 

Collyer heard the news of the 
avalanche on the British Columbia- 
Alaska boundary while in Skagway, 
Alaska. He was on an assignment 
for a news service and immediately 
chartered a skiff to take him to 
Dyea, at the head of Lynn canal, to 
get his story. Oppostiion reporters 
had chartered the Amur and Alki 
and left Skagway 11 hours ahead of 
him. 

Collyer chartered the steamer 
Ning Chow tg take him to Victoria, 
the nearest~telegraph office. With 
the safety valve lashed down, the 
Ning Chow passed the Alki in Sey- 
mour Narrows, on the east side of 
Vancouver Island, and then overtook 
the Amur opposite Nanaimo. 

At Victoria he found a young man 
whose credentials were from. the! 
London Times stowed away on his 
boat. He ordered the captain to drop 
anchor outside Victoria and went 
ashore alone in the pilot’s boat. After 
successfully getting his story away 
he returned to the north where he 
remained until 1902. 

Collyer was born at Durham, Ont., 
and has maintained the old family 
home at Guelph, Ont. He is the pub- 
lisher of a number of publications in 
Chicago. 


No Change In Oath 


Will Not Alter Religious Part Of 
Coronation Of The King 

Prime Minister Baldwin has as- 
sured the Protestant society there is 
no proposal to alter the religious 
part of the coronation oath relating 
to the Church of England and the 
Protestant reformed religion. 

The fact is that it could not be 
changed without an act of parlia- 
ment. It has been altered since 1688 
only to allow for the. union with 
Scotland and the disestablishment of 
the Irish church.

Passes Up Fortune 
Valuable Sealskins Found Floating 
In-Iee Field Region 

Thousands of dollars worth of 
sealskins, floating inthe icefield re- 
gion of the St. Lawrence, were left 
drifting by the skipper of a passenger 
vessel because schedules had to be 
maintained, and the skipper could not 
take advantage of what represented 
a tidy sum in salvage, it is reported 
at Quebec. 

Captain BE. J, Rodgers, now in 
charge of the Alaunia, tells the tale, 

“It was a brilliantly bright day 
wtth a blazing sun shining down on 
the scattered ice-fields, causing 
them to sparkle and shine like dia- 
monds under an arc lamp. A light 
haze hung over the entire scene, and 
the rays of the sun picked out two 
"bergs in the distance, causing them 
to stand out like beacons. 

“We were steaming along through 
the ice-flelds when we suddenly saw, 
on a large cake of ice on our port 
bow, a huge pile of sealskins sur- 
mounted by a stlek from which flew 
a white flag. There must have been 
at least 8,000 or 9,000 skins in the 
pile, representing a large sum of 
money. We felt a strong inclination 
to send out a boat and to take them 
aboard, as the salvage money would 
have amounted to a tidy sum. But 
we were on a passenger ship, not a 
pleasure yacht, so we were obliged to 
keep on going and pass up a good 
opportunity. 

“We proceeded along for some dis- 
tance when, to our surprise, another 
cake of ice appeared on the star- 
board side, with an almost identical 
pile of sealskins and also topped by 
a stick bearing a flag. Once more 
we were obliged to pass by. 

‘It is believed the skins were col- 
lected by Eskimo hunters who were 
either killed or who had to flee when 
the ice broke away, while the fruits 
of their labors were carried away 
through the ice track, to finally go 


to the bottom as the ice disintegrat-| ° 


ed, unless they were found by other 
hunters and taken into shore.”

The World of Wheat! 


By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director, “Crop Testing Plan” 


ARTICLE No. 7 

The price of wheat is governed 
by the supplies available and as well 
by the demand for those supplies. 

It is because we forget “demand” 
that we-are sometinics disappoined 
when price does not rise as we think 
it should. Two years ago, for in- 
stance, we heard of a serious world 
shortage of wheat and course grains, 
yet price, to our disappointment, did 
not rise. Why? Simply because tie 
demand fell off to the same extent 
as the supplies had become de- 
creased. \ 

Happily, now and then, the re- 
verse is the case. We have had a 
good instance recently. 

During the past few weeks it be- 
came apparent that the crop of the 
Argentine was larger than expected, 
so naturally wheat prices began to 
decline. Suddenly unexpected de- 
mands for wheat appeared, so that 
in spite of the weight of the larger 
supplies, prices actually rose. 

As far as can be judged, the extra 
demands came from some countries 
which are“stocking up” with wheal. 
either in preparation for war, or be- 
cause of fear of it. 

It seems, apparently, that large 
supplies of wheat are just as nec- 
essary to conduct a war as are sup- 
plies of copper, nickel, lead, cotton, 
rubber and oil. 


Prices have tended to be raised by 
the following: Germany alarmed 
about possible food shortage; Broom- 
hall increases estimates of world 
wheat requirements from 540 to 568 
million, which will leave only about 
84 million in exporters’ bins Aug. 
Ist next; Italy buying wheat stead- 
ily from Argentina and Danubian 
countries; rains and reports of frost

Milk Freezing Process 


By This Méans Food May Be Kept 
Indefinitely 

Discovery of a process for keeping 
milk fresh for long periods has been 
announced by the United States 
Agricultural Department. The Bureau 
of Dairy Industry called the discov- 
ery “a simple process of concentrat- 
ing and freezing” the milk. 

An announcement by the Bureau 
said the new process will afford a 
practical means of providing good 
quality milk for use on board ships 
and in distant places where a supply 
of fresh milk is unobtainable. 

The bureau said it had found that 
by concentrating the milk to one- 
half or one-third its original size it 
can be frozen without injuring its 
properties. Ordinarily when milk is 
. frozen the emulsion is destroyed and 
the thawed product falls short of the 
original properties. ’ 

“The frozen milk,” the bureau said, 
“may be shipped long distances and 
held for weeks until ready for use by 
the consumer, when it is permitted 
to thaw and enough water is added 
to bring it back to its original 
volume.”

He believes his discovery, which 
has not yet been put on the market, 
or been protected by patents, will 
“revolutionize the’ gasoline industry.” 

The amateur chemist is Frederic 
J. Hoyer, and, as one example of the 
manner in which his “gas substitute” 
will benefit the world, says general 
use of his “gas” would greatly re- 
duce, if not erase entirely, deaths 
from monoxide fume poisoning. 

In a recent demonstration of his 
discovery, Hoyer, accompanied by his 
attorney, A. F. Burkardt, and a re- 
porter drove a car with standard 
equipment fourteen and _ one-half 
miles on a gallon of ordinary gaso- 
line, and one-tenth of a mile more 
on a gallon or what he said was his 
“gasoline substitute.” 

At the completion of the last 
demonstration, Burkardt declared: 

“Well, as far as we are concerned, 
this new fuel is perfected.”

Birds Fly From Florida To Alaska 
In A Month 


Among the most amazing» in- 


stances of the speed with which, 


some species of birds accomplish 
their migratory flights cited by 
Frederick C. Lincoln of the bureau 
of biological survey in his pamphlet, 
“The Migration of North American 
Birds,’’ is that of the gray-cheeked 
thrush. 

“This bird,” Lincoln says, “win- 
ters in Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, 
Venezuela and British Guiana and 
does not start its northward journey 
until many other species are well on 
their way. It does not appear in 
the United States until the last of 
April—April 25, near the mouth of 
the Mississippi, and April 30 in 
northern Florida. 

A month later, or by the last 
week in May, the bird is seen in 
northwestern Alaska, the 4,000-mile 
trip from Louisiana having been 
made at an average speed of about 
130 miles a day.”

Nearly Perfect Anesthetic 


Important Medical Discovery Re- 
ported Before American Col- 
lege Of Surgeons 
Extensive successful use of the 
most nearly perfect ‘anesthetic yet 
discovered was reported before mem- 
bers of the College of Anesthetists 
and the American College of Sur- 

geons, 

Known as ‘ ‘divinyl ether,” the 
anesthetic has been used ‘to date on 
2,675 cases, according to Dr, Isidor 
Ravdin, professor of research surgery 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
and “though it is not the ideal anes- 
thesia, it is as close an approach to 
it as we know.” 

The principal advantages, he add- 
ed, are it. produces unconsciousness 
more rapidly than other drugs, can 
be safely used in operations requir- 
ing several hours, and is. quickly 
eliminated from the body after an 
operation is completed. 

Fewer bad effects, such as nausea, 
result from the use of divinyl ether, 
Dr. Ravdin declared, and in a series 
of 600 cases in which examination 
was made no harmful effects on the 
kidneys, which sometimes result from 


the use of other anesthesia, were .»

The drug is especially valuable in 
dental operations and in the ‘treat- 
ment of fractures where quick relax~- 
ation of the patients’ muscles is nec- 
essary to set the broken bones, he 
reported.

“Several Norman windmil!s, at Muids 
near Andelys, at Vatteville near Cau- 
debec, were menaced by destruction. 
Happily, there still remain generous- 
hearted men who recognize the sen- 
timent and historic values of our 
; windmills. And so they’ are to be 
preserved. 

“The good example came from the 
North of France, from Flanders, An 
association was formed there, some 
time ago, for saving our ancient 
windmills, and its program is being 
translated from a project into real- 
ity. In this land of plains—north- 
ern France—windmills were number- 
less in days gone by. At Cassel aloné 
there were thirty; to-day, only two 
or three remain. How many pic- 
turesque windmills, how many illus- 
trious windmills have disappeared 
during the course of the past cen- 
tury: the windmill of Hondschoote, 
which played its role in the big bat- 
tle won by“Houchard; the Jacob 
windmill, which dated from the thir- 
teenth century, and the windmill of 
Esquelbecg, the oldest of all, the 
construction of which went back to 
the days of the Crusades. 

“To-day, such windmills as remain 
are fortunate to have devoted and 
fervent friends to protect them 
against indifference and the spirit of 
destruction. The last novel of Ger- 
maine Acremant, Wings of Silver, is 
not only a delightful story full of in- 
cident from one end to the other; it 
is also a most eloquent plea for our 
ancient French windmills.

Race Of Giants 


Survey Shows That Chi 

Today Are Two Inches 

Than Grandparents 

Signs that earth's inhabitants 
may be growing slowly into a race 
of giants were noted in a_world- 
wide study of heights and weights of 
young people. 

Every 12% years for the last 30 
years, almost four-tenths of an inch 
has been: added to the height of the 
average college student, the Journal 
of the American Medical Association 
reported in an editorial survey. 

For the population as a whole, the 
Journal said, the rate of “ear "is 
somewhat smaller.” 

In the United States, it c ’ 
“children of today entering 
and universities seem to average two 
inches taller and weigh some seven 
pounds more than did their parents 
and grandparents. ; 

“A similar observation has recent- 
ty been made abroad.” 

To support its *conclusions the 
editorial recited these figures: 

In Germany boys entering school 
between six and 6% years of age in 
1924 were 108.7 centimeters tall. A 
similar crop of children in 1932 was 
114; centimeters tall. 

In Nerway, the average height of 
militery recruits increased 3.01 cen- 
timmeters between 1878-1887 and 1923- 
1925. 

In Holland, recruits were 6.67 
centimeters taller in 1921-1925 than 
in 1863-1867. 

In Sweden the rise was 4.5 cen- 
timeters between 1846-1850 and 1921- 
1922, 

In this country, students at Har- 
vard University, Vassar, Wellesley, 
Smith and Mt. Holyoke colleges add- 
ed 1% inches to their average height 
in a generation.
